Seeing Double 

Highway Patrol focuses on catching, preventing drunk drivers

Crashes, injuries, deaths - 
these can all result from alco- 
hol-impaired driving. 

In response to this is- 
sue, the Kansas Highway Pa- 
trol is participating in the Kan- 
sas Department of Transporta- 
tion's Special Traffic Enforce- 
ment Program to enforce Kan- 
sas' traffic laws concerning im- 
paired driving. 

"We want to reduce the num- 
ber and severity of traffic crash- 
es through this enforcement 
by reducing the number of im- 
paired drivers on the road," said 
Edna Buttler, technical trooper. 
"We want to promote the use of 
safety belts and discourage driv- 
ing impaired. There's a number 
of reasons why we do this, but 
they all come down to keeping 
people safe." 

ABOUT THE PROGRAM 

As reflected by the pro- 
gram's slogan — "Drunk Driv- 
ing. Over the Limit. Under Ar- 
rest." - troopers across the state 
will participate in saturation 
patrols and check lanes, with 
the assistance of the Patrol's 
Breath Alcohol Unit. 

"It's a statewide cam- 
paign, and there will be sever- 
al checkpoints and other se- 
lective things going on around 
the state," said Lt. Bob Baker. 
"We have more officers work- 
ing overtime on this program, 
so drivers are going to see more 
things. They will see a few more 
check-lanes, more selective en- 
forcements and more of an em- 
phasis on DUIs and speeding." 

Drivers are considered to 
be "under the influence" if they 
are driving or attempting to op- 
erate a motor vehicle with a 
blood or breath alcohol con- 
centration of .08 or higher, ac- 
cording to the Kansas Highway 
Patrol. Penalties for impaired 
driving include loss of driv- 
ing privileges, fines, court costs 
and possible jail time. 




ADVICE FOR STUDENTS 

"This is a very precious time 
in their lives where some peo- 
ple will be out celebrating, es- 
pecially on the Labor Day hol- 
iday," Buttler said. "We don't 
want to stop that - we want 
people to go home to their fam- 
ilies and enjoy their friends. 

"We just want people to 
make sure that if they're going 
to drink that they arrange for a 
ride or use the SafeRide servic- 
es," Buttler said. "We don't want 
to stop people from enjoying 
life, but drinldng and driving is 
no way to end the festivities." 

More than 100 law en- 
forcement agencies across the 
state will participate. The pro- 
gram started Aug. 20 and will 
continue through Labor Day, 
Sept. 7. 



DEFINING THE ISSUE 

In 2008, Kansans suffered 
3,366 alcohol-related crashes, 
which resulted in 1,999 injuries 
and 131 deaths. Furthermore, 
these preventable crashes cost 
$628 million in medical charges, 
property damage and other costs. 

"I think of drunk driving as 
being intoxicated and just not re- 
ally knowing what's going on 
while you're on the road," said Ja- 
mie Weiser, sophomore in life sci- 
ences. "It tends to involve caus- 
ing a lot of accidents and deaths - 
hitting pedestrians and that sort of 
thing - just really bad situations. 

"Even if you don't cause an 
accident, you're putting your- 
self out there at a higher risk to 
cause an accident, so that's a ba- 
sic issue of being irresponsible," 
Weiser said.

Advice from Kansas Highway Patrol 

• If you plan to drive, do not drink. 

• If you plan to drink, designate a non- 
drinking driver and give that person your 
keys. 

Never ride with a driver who has 
been drinking. 

• Take a list of phone numbers 
with you for cabs or friends to 
call for a sober ride home. 

• If possible, plan to spend the 
night at the event. 

• If you are throwing a party, 
provide nonalcoholic 
alternatives, and never let 
guests drive drunk. 

• Report impaired drivers to 
your local law enforcement 
agency. 

• Always buckle up and 
properly secure children in 
their safety seats.

Three-car crash takes out cross signal Bicyclist taken to hospital Tuesday

Police were called to the intersection of North Man- 
hattan and Vattier Street around 1 p.m. on Wednes- 
day as a result of a three-car accident. 

Les Horn, patrol officer with the Riley County 
Police Department (RCPD), said the accident oc- 
curred after a red Honda entered the intersection 
trying to leave K- State and struck a North -bound 
blue Ford Crown Victoria. The Honda skidded and 
struck a pedestrian crossing light, and the Ford hit 
a third vehicle. 

Horn said no injuries were reported. 

"There was a lot of damage, but nobody was hurt," 
Horn said. 

The RCPD received assistance from the City of 
Manhattan with the clean up of the damage. The In- 
state Police Department also assisted the RCPD by 
helping direct traffic away from the accident.

A Manhattan bicyclist was struck by a vehicle and sent 
to the hospital after the vehicle's driver ran a red light 
Tuesday, according to a Riley County Police Department 
report. 

The accident occurred at the Tuttle Creek Boulevard 
and Bluemont Avenue intersection. 

At 9:05 a.m., Mickeh Karl, 35, of 827 Gillespie Drive, 
was driving a 2004 Honda Odyssey heading south on 
Tuttle Creek Boulevard and turned west onto Bluemont 
Avenue, striking the bicyclist, who was headed east, ac- 
cording to the report. 

The cyclist, William Ellis, 51, of 3770 Powers Lane, Apt. 
15, was transported to Mercy Regional Hospital for minor 
injuries. Karl received no injuries, but was issued a cita- 
tion for running a red stoplight, according to the report.

Swine flu could affect 
25 percent of campus

Officials are estimating that 
about 25 percent of students, facul- 
ty and staff on campus could be in- 
fected with the H1N1 influenza vi- 
rus over the next few months. 

As of Wednesday, there have 
been 11 probable H1N1 cases, ac- 
cording to Heather Reed, director of 
the Office of Student Life. 

Representatives from Student 
Life, Residence Life, Greek Af- 
fairs and Lafene Health Center met 
Wednesday morning to discuss ways 
to monitor the new and future cas- 
es, Reed said. 

"We made a plan to keep 
track of students who have H1N1 
and make sure they have the sup- 
port and resources they need," she 
said. "Our number one priority is if 
a student becomes ill, we think the 
best option for them is to go home 
and recover." 

According to Steven Galitzer, 
director of environmental health 
and safety, the swine flu will affect 
campus in all areas. 

"This flu is not a good flu," he 
said. "We know a lot of people are 
going to get this flu." 

Galitzer also said K-State is 
working with the Center for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
and meeting weekly with the Kan- 
sas Department of Health and En- 
vironment and the Riley Co. Health 
Department to discuss preventing 
the spread of the swine flu as well 
as ways to alert students of develop- 
ments in the cases. 

Reed said students who are pos-

sible H1N1 cases have been asked to 
isolate themselves in their bedroom 
or go home to recover. If any room- 
mates of sick students are healthy, 
they should find a temporary place 
to stay until the virus has moved on. 
To help ill students, Reed said both 
Lafene and Student Life will contact 
them each day they are sick to check 
on them and to see if they need any- 
thing to be more comfortable. They 
will also notify the students' profes- 
sors about missing class and catch- 
ing up on assignments. 

Posters and flyers detailing hy- 
giene information have been placed 
around campus, and Lafene will 
continue to send out H1N1 alert e- 
mails to students, faculty and staff, 
Galitzer said.

CMA removes Collegian's censure for controversial firing

The black mark the Kansas State Col- 
legian student newspaper received from a 
national journalism organization has final- 
ly been removed. 

College Media Advisers, Inc. an- 
nounced last week it has lifted its censure 
on the student paper for the 2004 firing 
of newspaper adviser, Ron Johnson, citing 
few benefits will come from continuing the 
censure. 

The university claimed Johnson, former 
CMA president, was fired because of the 
newspaper's "declining quality," but many 
believed it was because of a dispute between 



the Collegian and the Black Student Union. 

The Collegian had been previous- 
ly criticized for lack of minority student 
and event coverage. In 2004, the Collegian 
failed to send reporters to the Big 12 Con- 
ference on Black Student Government at 
K-State, which attracted more than 1,000 
students. The Black Student Union re- 
sponded with protests and letters to admin- 
istrators to fire Johnson. 

CMA, which represents 550 colleges 
and universities across the United States, 
said the censure removal was made partly 
because former A.Q. Miller School of Jour- 
nalism director Todd Simon resigned after 
the firing and Johnson left to become the 
Student Publications Inc. director at Indi- 



ana University. 

Also, Angela Powers, K-State journal- 
ism school director, has assured that no ad- 
viser will ever again be fired for content in 
the K-State Collegian student newspaper. 

In a letter to K-State president Kirk 
Schulz, CMA President Kenneth Rosenau- 
er, said the censure removal "in no way 
lends approval to the university actions that 
led to Johnson's removal." 

In addition, Rosenauer said, "We trust 
that this removal of censure can serve as an 
opportunity for Kansas State officials to re- 
turn the university to its position as an insti- 
tution that respects the rights and freedoms 
of its media advisers and students." 

Now that the CMA censure has been 



lifted, the Collegian can move forward with- 
out limitations, Student Publications Direc- 
tor Linda Puntney said. 

She said the censure carried a nega- 
tive connotation for prospective advisers. 
CMA warned advisers that K-State was not 
a safe place to work, she said. Also, the Col- 
legian was excluded from nationwide con- 
tests sponsored by CMA. 

Puntney said she has looked past the 
negatives and appreciates the positives the 
censure brought, such as the reorganization 
of the Student Publications Board, includ- 
ing more students in the voting body and 
new bylaws.

Over the years, K-State fans have 
taken measures to advertise their univer- 
sity throughout the state of Kansas. 

Some anonymous Wildcat support- 
ers did so illegally, by splattering purple 
paint on a University of Kansas billboard 
located east of Manhattan, recently. 

Gerry McGuire, Vice President of the 
Topeka Jayhawk Club, the organization 
that sponsors the billboard, expressed his 
dislike for the vandalism, which has hap- 
pened on more than one occasion. 

"I'd like to comment on it, but I don't 
think anything I'd say would be print- 



able," McGuire said. 

Last spring, a group of K-State fans 
painted "EMAW," an acronym for "Every 
Man A Wildcat," in large purple letters 
across the billboard. The vandals weren't 
as elaborate this time around. 

McGuire wasn't sure how many 
times the billboard has been painted, but 
he said he's not sure it's worth the money 
to continue replacing it. 

"We'll have to get an estimate, but I 
know [replacing the billboard] is expen- 
sive," he said. "Eventually, we'll reach a 
point where we'll say 'enough is enough.' 
But kids will be kids. I wish it didn't hap- 
pen, but I guess that's part of the pro- 
cess."

The rising cost of 
textbooks is a concern 
for most students, espe- 
cially now amid a strug- 
gling economy and the 
rising cost of tuition. And 
sure, it's easy to blame 
the publishers for rising 
costs, but we wouldn't 
have to buy the books if 
our professors didn't as- 
sign them. 

Is it really necessary 
that I have the latest (and most expen- 
sive) edition of a book when it is identi- 
cal to its predecessor? Is the book even 
going to be used in the class? Why do I 
need the $150 textbook/CD-ROM bun- 
dle when we aren't going to use the CD- 
ROM? I know I'm not the only one con- 
tending with these questions as I wait in 
line, dreading a textbook bill of $600 or 
more. 

According to a recent New York 
Times article, the cost of textbooks has 
nearly tripled since the 1980s, far outpac- 
ing the national inflation rate. This in- 
crease is mostly due to the constant re- 
lease of new textbook editions, some of 
which contain no new information. 

The frequent release of new editions 
is an attempt by textbook publishers to 
get around the used textbook market and 
to continue making money. However, this 
ploy of the publishing world wouldn't 
work if professors didn't continue to as- 
sign the latest (and most expensive) edi- 
tions. It's a vicious cycle, and the ones 
who suffer for it are the students who end 
up spending hundreds on a book that, by 
buy-back time, has already been made 
obsolete by yet another new edition. 

This constant churning out of new 
editions, plus the outrageous prices, 
has made many students begin to won- 
der whether the books are even worth it. 
We've all been in classes where the text- 
book is assigned, purchased and never 
used, though the professor insisted that it 
was necessary to our academic success. 
Is it even worth buying the books in the 
first place? Unfortunately, choosing not 




to purchase assigned textbooks is a gam- 
ble which could end with poor classroom 
performance and, eventually, academic 
probation, not to mention a large waste 
of tuition money if you now have to re- 
take the class. However, it is tempting to 
take that gamble when you consider what 
else you could be doing with that $600. 

Fortunately for us, we live in the 21st 
century, and there are options out there. 
E-books are often cheaper than their 
hard copy counterparts and are far more 
portable. Used books are always an op- 
tion, though this becomes more difficult 
with the advent of newer editions. 

And some companies even have text 
bookrental, though we don't have such a 
program in our area ... yet. Recently, text- 
book publisher Cengage Learning an- 
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nounced that it would begin a large scale 
textbook rental program this December, 
following the example of many small- 
er publishing houses and universities 
around the country. 

Hopefully, as the technology be- 
comes more widely used, we will see 
more of our textbooks available in the 
more economical e-book format, and 
textbook rental programs will become 
more widespread (are you listening, Var- 
ney's?). Until then, professors, take care 
which books you assign - our wallets and 
our sanity are at your mercy.

Organization should implement better plan 
to determine an athletes' gender qualification

What constitutes male and fe- 
male? Where is the separating line 
that places athletes in a men's or 
women's com- 
petition? These 
seemingly sim- 
ple questions 
have no con- 
crete answers, at 
least in athletic 
terms. 

This was re- 
cently highlight- 
ed in a very pe- 
culiar case in- 
volving Cast- 
er Semenya, the 

winner of the 

women's 800 meter dash at the 
world championships in Berlin. 
Due to rather circumstantial ev- 
idence, Semenya is currently un- 
dergoing humiliating tests to de- 
termine her sex. This test was 
brought about by the International 
Association of Athletes Federation 
(IAAF). Caster and the IAAF have 
been maimed by the tests, and the 
onus lies solely on one; the IAAF 
definitely dropped the baton. 

In this highly unsettling sto- 
ry, the main question is how an 
organization with such a grand 



scope could not be safeguard- 
ed against an event like this hap- 
pening. The answer lies in a fool- 
ish decision made in 1999 to 
stop gender testing completely 
for women's competitions. Now, 
the IAAF is reaping the undesir- 
able benefits of its folly. 

The biggest obstacle facing 
the IAAF is defining gender. Be- 
cause the organization dropped 
any guidelines or regulations for 
determining sex, the doctors will 
soon make a scientifically in- 
formed, yet subjective decision. 
There really are no concrete an- 
swers amidst the murky gray area 
of gender verification. Contrary 
to popular belief, to define some- 
one's sex is not as easy as a sim- 
ple private glance. There are in- 
stances where a person may have 
ambiguous external sex organs, 
according to an Aug. 21 New 
York Times article written by Al- 
ice Dreger, professor of clinical 
medical humanities and bioethics 
at Northwestern University. 

Biologically, even XX and XY 
are not an intrinsic means of sex 
typing. In the article, Dreger said, 
"On the Y chromosome, a gene 
called SRY usually makes a fe- 



tus grow as a male. It turns out, 
though, that SRY can show up on 
an X, turning an XX fetus essen- 
tially male." 

Even hormones can be de- 
ceiving. According to BBC News, 
there is a condition where women 
produce an irregular amount of 
androgen, a male hormone, giv- 
ing them a male appearance and 
slight athletic edge. The IAAF has 
conceded that this may give a per- 
son an advantage, yet they still al- 
low it. As one can see from this 
scientific minutiae, any results re- 
garding a gender-dividing line will 
be approximated. 

These same results will spell 
doom for the IAAF; either result 
will place the organization in a 
woeful situation. If the scientists 
decide Semenya is indeed a man, 
then the organization just crowned 
an unlawful champion. 

On the other hand, if the re- 
sults would come back female, 
then the IAAF would have to 
answer for the unimaginable or- 
deal through which Semenya 
and her family underwent. The 
organization would have to ex- 
plain why the tests and humili- 
ations were necessary. What ev- 



idence did the group have that 
she was a man other than some 
masculine features? 

The IAAF needs to immedi- 
ately implement a gender-test- 
ing system similar to that of the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee (IOC). Recently, the IOC em- 
ployed a system in which a gen- 
der test would only be admin- 
istered if an IOC official chal- 
lenged the sex of the participant. 
The test would be done private- 
ly and prior to any competitions. 
I'm sure Semenya's family and 
the other competitors would defi- 
nitely have appreciated that. 

Right now the true winner 
of the race, whoever that may 
be, should be basking in the glo- 
ry of her victory. The IAAF should 
be promoting the demigod Usain 
Bolt. Instead, the federation is wal- 
lowing between the proverbial 
rock and a hard place. 

Semenya, meanwhile, is stuck 
waiting for the doctor's results, her 
dignity abolished.

Former Wildcat finds success as an WNBA starter

Opportunities come and go 
all the time, and Shalee Lehning 
wanted to make sure this one 
didn't get away. 

Lehning, who played for 
four years at K-State, is now 
pursuing a prominent career 
in the WNBA with the Atlan- 
ta Dream. According to WBA. 
com, Lehning set a K-State re- 
cord with 229 assists in a sea- 
son and was the first player in 
Big 12 history to record 1,000 
career points, 900 career re- 
bounds and 800 career assists. 

She was also a three-time 
All-Academic Big 12 first team 
member and received Associated 
Press All-America mention hon- 
ors after her senior year. 

Lehning said the profes- 
sional league is a new atmo- 
sphere and you can meet a lot 
of different people with differ- 
ent abilities. 

"Everyone on the team calls 
me the rookie," she said. "I also 
love playing with people who 
have a lot of talent." 

According to Lehning, the 
speed of the professional game 
differs greatly from that of the 
college game. 

"The game is faster and 
more physical," Lehning said. 
"You also have to make more 
quick decisions on whether to 
shoot or pass." 

She is currently a starter and 
has started the last 12 games at 
point guard. She said she feels 
very comfortable with her role 
on the team and feels that she is 
getting better every day. 

"I love my role as a rookie 
and somewhat of a team leader, 
and my players are getting better 
as a result of my performance," 
she said. 

Sometimes the job presents 



a big challenge, and a good sense 
of knowledge of the game is nec- 
essary. Lehning has accom- 
plished some of her goals but 
still wants to achieve more. 

"I already made the team 
and became a starter, which is 
good," she said. "The next big 
thing I want to do is get voted 
into the All- Star Game within 
the next two years." 

While the Dream doesn't 
have big crowds all the time, 
they have had a couple sellouts 
throughout the year. 

"The average attendance at 
our home games is around six 
to seven thousand people," she 
said. "I remember on a Sunday, 
we had one of our few sellouts 
against the Los Angeles Sparks." 

She said during the week is 
usually when the Dream has its 
lowest attendance. 

Like the NBA and other 
professional leagues, the WNBA 
also has a community chari- 
ty group called "WNBA Cares." 
Lehning said she is already in- 
volved with the group and wants 
to continue working with it. 

"I've done a lot of char- 
ity work in the community 
like the Go Green Recycling 
Program," she said. "There's 
also a Power of Girls mentor- 
ing program where a lot of us 
went bowling with seventh 
and eighth graders." 

She has also gone to hospi- 
tals for Children's Health Care 
and reports that the charity work 
can be a challenge, but is well 
worth the effort. 

Lehning currently aver- 
ages 2.8 points per game, 2.3 
rebounds per game and leads 
the team in assists with 3.5 
per game. 

She is already enrolled in 
fall classes and plans to come 
back to K-State and take classes 
after her season is over.

Can K-State football be relevant in the 
Big 12 Conference, and can K-State be the 
dominant school in the 
state of Kansas again? 

A simple answer to 
that question is none 
other than "The Legend" 
himself, Bill Snyder. 
During Snyder's previ- 
ous stint as head coach, 
the Wildcats won 136 
games and went to 1 1 
consecutive bowl games 
while posting a record of 
13-4 against that other 
Kansas team. 

The Big 12 is much 
different this time around 
as the conference now features a plethora 
of teams that have pass-happy offenses. Tex- 
as is no longer a running team, Texas Tech

never runs the ball and Oklahoma returns a 
Heisman Trophy-winning quarterback. 

The Big 12 North Division also fea- 
tures teams that like to air it out. Nebraska 
no longer runs the Power-I formation. KU 
quarterback Todd Reesing has thrown for 
more than 3,000 yards and 30 touchdowns 
in back-to-back seasons. 

The way to contend with teams like 
those and win the Sunflower Showdown 
is to play solid defense. Snyder knows de- 
fense wins championships, and that's why 
he hired two defensive coordinators with 
BCS coaching experience - Chris Cosh 
and Vic Koenning. 

Defense was one of the staple points 
in Snyder's first tenure at K-State. Past 
defensive coordinators Bob Stoops, Jim 
Leavitt and Phil Bennett each continued 
to become head coaches at Division 1A 
football programs. 



Snyder returns a defense that left a 
lot to be desired in 2008. The 2008 Wild- 
cat defense ranked near the bottom in ev- 
ery major statistical category after giving up 
500 yards of total offense eight out of the 
last 10 contests. 

The 2009 Wildcats do boast a new de- 
fensive look; they switched from the inef- 
fective 3-4 scheme to the 4-2-5 look. The 
new defense should better suit the players 
on K-State's roster and put more athletes 
on the field against the pass-happy offenses 
of the conference. 

Players like junior cornerback Josh 
Moore and sophomore defensive end Bran- 
don Harold provide much-needed talent 
and experience for a defense that had few, 
if any, bright spots in 2008. Returning line- 
backers sophomore Alex Hrebec and se- 
nior John Houlik also look to make a dif- 
ference for the Wildcats this season. Koen- 



ning and Cosh have been inserting new 
players like junior safety Emmanuel Lamur, 
junior cornerback David Garrett, senior de- 
fensive tackle Jeffrey Fitzgerald and sopho- 
more defensive end Kadero Terrell in hopes 
of regaining the "Lynch Mob" defensive 
mentality that K-State once had in Snyder's 
first stint. 

If K-State's defense can again become 
a staple point of Snyder's team, they should 
definitely surprise a lot of critics by becom- 
ing relevant again in the Big 12. By the time 
the Jayhawks come to town on Nov. 7, the 
Wildcats should have a stingy defense ready 
to bring the Governor's Cup back to where 
it belongs.

How you feel about yourself - your body image - im- 
pacts how others perceive you more than you think. 
Others are attracted to confidence and people who 
genuinely like and accept themselves. Maybe you 
have smelly feet or braces; so what? 

If you don't care, no one else will. 

So what is a healthy body image? Everyone 
has different ideas. Britney Weiser, sophomore in 
architecture, says a good body image is "knowing 
your body and accepting it for what it is. It's being 
comfortable in your own skin and knowing who 
you are." 

A lot of insecurity in college students comes 



from weight issues and constant dieting. Among stu- 
dents who completed the National College Health 
Assessment survey, 50 percent of students were try- 
ing to lose weight even though only 28 percent were 
actually considered overweight.

They feel like 
they have to look and act perfectly all the time or 
they will be rejected by others. 

An unhealthy image includes being irrational- 
ly critical of yourself and having unattainable stan- 
dards. It is never being satisfied and constantly 
wanting what others have. At some point, everyone 
has to accept the little things about themselves that 



they can't change; they are what make us interesting. 
When you like who you are, others will be attracted 
to you and your confidence. 

Although many people typically associate inse- 
curity with adolescence, most college students are 
still dealing with body issues and being comfort- 
able in their own skin. The Student Nutrition Action 
Committee at UCLA suggests that to help improve 
your body image, you should stop comparing your- 
self to others and realize that you cannot change the 
body type you have.

Waking up in 
a bush somewhere on Bluemont Av- 
enue with a devastating hangover, 
a chipped tooth and no idea where 
your cell phone, wallet, shoes or 
sanity are.

From the knowledge that the 
choice of drinks is infinitely more

The store 
charged $100 and let him choose 
from about a dozen states as well 
as choosing all the information on 
the ID. Jersey soon learned that a 
fraternity on campus had previous- 
ly sent several members to the ex- 
act same store and got fake IDs for 
every underage member. Aggieville 
bouncers were familiar with these 
fakes and recognized his quickly. 

He explained the very limited 
use he got out of the ID. 

"It worked really well at first, 
but it was taken about a month after 
I got it. I sent my friend back in and 
had him buy it off the bouncer for 
fifty bucks, but then it still got taken 
at Pat's [Blue Rib'n] two weeks lat- 
er." 

Consequences for getting 
caught with a fake ID in Aggieville 
vary greatly depending on the bar. 
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The majority of bars simply con- 
fiscate IDs they suspect are fake 
and kick the person out of the bar. 
However, Brad Heise, senior in con- 
struction science and management 
and a doorman at O'Malley's, ex- 
plained that they not only confis- 
cate any ID of which they are suspi- 
cious, but also immediately call the 
police, as they are required to do by 
state law. However, in the majority 
of cases, the person runs away and 
is long gone before law enforcement 
arrives, Heise explained. 

Several local bouncers agreed 
that they encounter IDs they sus- 
pect of being fake about once or 
twice a week. They also said that 
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they see far more people attempting 
to use someone else's ID than ones 
that are truly fake. 

The penalty for students who 
choose to use fake IDs to go to Ag- 
gieville can be severe. Under Kan- 
sas law, anyone caught using either 
a fake ID or someone else's ID can 
face a fine of up to $1,000. Typically 
the full fine is not enforced, and stu- 
dents are likely to receive a fine of 
several hundred dollars. Regardless, 
for the typical impoverished college 
student, several hundred dollars, 
plus the cost of drinks, may make 
a trip to Aggieville with a fake ID 
more expensive than the experience 
is worth. 



Kentucky school unveils their version of Facebook

The University of Kentucky has 
created a Web site that mimics Face- 
book.com in order to add a forum to 
gather students' opinions about cam- 
pus life. 

The Big Blue Network, or Net- 
workBlue, is an exclusive online 
community created to moderate dis- 
cussion about issues on campus in 
order to resolve them, as well as in- 
crease retention rates, said Randolph 
Hollingsworth, provost assistant in 
Integrated Academic Services. 

An invitation-only e-mail was 
sent to freshmen and first-year trans- 
fer students, said the Online Com- 
munity Manager and political sci- 
ence professor Christopher Rice. In 
the e-mail, Rice said NetworkBlue is 
not set up to spy on students, but stu- 
dents should abide by the universi- 
ty's Student Code of Conduct. 



Rice said the assessment data 
that is collected, including discussion 
topics and the number of hits on a 
certain group or page, are stripped of 
the students' usernames. After being 
asked about betraying students' pri- 
vacy, Rice said he would add a clar- 
ifying statement on the front page 
of the NetworkBlue Web site by the 
end of the week. 

"We're not following every single 
thread and storing it," Rice said. "We 
want (students) to feel free to talk, 
to joke ... All we're looking at is data 
that helps us assess what is working." 

Even though the comments and 
discussions are monitored, Hollings- 
worth said NetworkBlue is not a for- 
mal research project. 

"You can call that a focus group, 
or research, but the best way to de- 
scribe it is as listening," Hollingsworth 
said. "We're making changes that im- 
prove the university experience." 

Hollingsworth said data is col- 



lected using Web analytic solution 
programs such as Google Analytics 
and Webtrends. 

"(With the programs) you can 
see, in a big snapshot, where the ac- 
tivity is happening," Hollingsworth 
said. "We're going to have numbers 
of hits on pages and groups ... that 
would help guide discussions." 

Both Hollingsworth and Rice 
agreed the site, sponsored by Provost 
Kumble R. Subbaswamy, was a risk. 

"The Provost is paying for this 
thing, so as a consequence, we have 
to ask, is it worth it?" Hollingsworth 
said. 

Since NetworkBlue is hosted on 
a UK site, it should be assumed that 
UK is monitoring it, Duncan said. 

Flournoy was not aware com- 
ments on NetworkBlue were mon- 
itored. 

"It's kind of an invasion of pri- 
vacy ... what if you write something 
bad?" Flournoy said. 



Just like any other social net- 
working site, abusive content, like in- 
appropriate pictures or comments, is 
removed and the student who post- 
ed the content is notified, Rice said. 

Abby Puckett, a pre-nursing 
freshman, said the monitoring does 
not influence her reasons for not us- 
ing the site. 

"It's just not pertinent," Puckett 
said. "You can do everything at once 
with Facebook, and be friends with 
people at UK and not (at UK)." 

NetworkBlue was not created 
to discourage students from Face- 
book, Rice said. 

"Facebook is focused on a lot 
of different aspects of your life, not 
so much on the university aspect," 
Rice said. "NetworkBlue specifical- 
ly focuses on building the commu- 
nity around the University of Ken- 
tucky with the goal of improving stu- 
dent access."

Jerry Dishman Lake in Frank An- 
neberg Park will be closed from today un- 
til Saturday. The City of Manhattan Parks 
and Recreation Department has closed 
the lake for the annual Kids' Fishing Der- 
by taking place Thursday-Saturday. 

Officially, the lake will close at 8 a.m. 
today and will reopen to the public at 3 
p.m. Saturday. 

"The fishing actually starts on Sat- 
urday, but we close the lake a couple of 
days ahead of time to make sure that all 
the h'sh do not get caught," said Eddie 
Eastes, parks superintendent. "But once 
the derby is over [Saturday evening], ev- 
eryone can have at it." 

Eastes said that each year the city 
secures fish to stock the pond and pro- 
vides staff jointly with the Tuttle Creek 
Lake Association. In all, more than 3,000 
pounds of catfish will be stocked in the 
lake on Thursday morning.

"I do have my concerns that peo- 
ple will say 'Oh, it's just about the flu 
again,' so they might not listen," he 
said. "But I hope everyone will listen, 
and pay attention to this. 

Galitzer said though the spread 
could affect a large number of stu- 
dents, the only cancelations on cam- 
pus might be lecture classes with sev- 
eral hundred students. He also said 
the best solution right now would be 
to stagger the amount of people who 
are sick at once. 

"Closing all of campus is a last 
resort," he said. "I don't anticipate 
that happening." 

Robert Tackett, medical director 
of Lafene, said though there are many 
numbers and sources of information 
floating around, officials are watching 
CDC regulations and taking the proper 
precautions to deal with the spread of 
H1N1. He said he doesn't think there 
is any reason for students to panic. 

"We're preparing for the worst, but 
hoping for the best," Tackett said.

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South Carolina dining centers encourage eco-friendly meals

While walking through the Grand Market Place in Rus- 
sell House this year, one might notice a few changes, such as 
reusable plastic cups, paper takeout containers and an unusu- 
ally large number of students eating from china plates. These 
changes are all part of the Carolina Dining Services' new eco- 
friendly initiative, the Planet Change Program, which strives 
to get students involved in environmental efforts. 

One of the program's goals is to reduce the amount of 
waste going to landfills by offering students a 10 percent dis- 
count for using china instead of the disposable plates and 
cups. Michael Scheffres, resident district manager of Carolina 
Dining, said this discount is available to students paying with 
Carolina Cash, cash or credit cards. 

"Students have responded very well so far," Scheffres 
said of the changes, which occurred in GMP, Gibbes Court, 
Colloquium and Patio Cafe and will be in the new Honors 
dorm. "I have heard great things about the 10 percent dis- 
count and it has shown a movement toward china from dis- 
posables, which is what we had hoped for." 



Alex Bermudez, first-year Capstone resident, eats in Gib- 
bes Court regularly and said he always uses the china plates 
unless he has someplace to be. 

"Most people know about it by now because there's the 
attraction of the 75-cent discount," said Bermudez, refer- 
ring to the example displayed on the Planet Change posters. 
The signs illustrate the advantage of eating on a china plate, 
which costs $6.71 for a meal as opposed to $7.46 with a take- 
out box. 

"Everybody seems to be eating on the china so far," said 
Gibbes Court manager Mike Griffin, who emphasized the 
importance of getting students involved right away. "If we get 
them started off in the right frame of mind, hopefully it will 
carry through the year." 

In addition to the discount, Carolina Dining Services 
also provided dining areas with 20-ounce reusable drinking 
glasses and replaced the plastic and foam takeout containers 
with recycled paperboard. 

"Paper and cardboard are great because they degrade 
much faster," said Juliette Lowery, a Resident Mentor in 
Green Quad. 

Lowery also spoke about the new Carolina Dining Eco- 



Bottles, which are being sold at Russell House. The Eco- 
Bottles can be purchased with a drink for $6.95 and offer 
99-cent refills. 

All of these eco-friendly changes do come with costs, 
however. While the drinking glasses cost $4,000, there will 
also be replacement costs for the plastic and china items. 

"All of the new containers cost us three times what our 
previous costs represented," Scheffres said. "That is just a cost 
of doing business. It isn't about what it will cost but more 
about what we need to do to limit less going to the landfills." 

Though most of these changes appear to be new, Car- 
olina Dining began working on this project almost a year 
ago. In addition to providing more eco-friendly alternatives 
to students, the company also increased purchasing to 27 lo- 
cal farmers so that 25 percent of items are purchased locally, 
Scheffres said. 

"As we move through the semester, we will be trying 
more and more eco-friendly initiatives and we hope that the 
engagement is as successful as the ones we have instituted so 
far," Scheffres said.
